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THAT SHOOTING AFFAIR 


And IU Effect on Public Opinion. 


Between two and three o'clock Wednesday 


afternoon the dwellers atone the tower part of 
Broadway and vicinity were considerably 
startled by the report of a pistol shot in the 
tenement occupied by Julius Arnold over 
Francis Stanhope's auction rooms, and the 
report which rapidly spread that somebody 
bad been shot. A large crowd quickly gath- 
ered ID front of the premises, bat DO one 
cared to enter. Immediately after the shot 
wu heard Mrs. Arnold came rushing out of 
the alleyway, between tbe building In which 
the fracas occurred .and the one adjoining, 
and went ID to Win. H. Arnold's picture 
Btore. To ill questions as to the shooting in 
ber tenement she seemed loath to give an- 
swer, but finally said that her husband wan 
jealous and waa acting foolish. She flaid 
that when the shot was fired she waa fit the 
sink washing diahea, and that she got out of 
the way as soon aa possible. She had a plat- 
ter ID her hand when she cam o out of the 
alleyway. 


Finally a young man, one of Julius 


Arnold's drivers, made his nay through tbe 
crowd and entered the building but quickly 
returned and weut in search of an officer. 
Meeting Officer Stevens, they entered the 
building together, and a few minutes later 
Julius Arnold came out and entered into 
•conversation with one of the bystander*", to 
whom, It is said, be stated tbat be bad found 
biB wlfoto'bofalflo to him, or words to tbat 
effect. 
A moment later Officer Stevens 


emerged from the alleyway In company with 
J. George Bliis, a young man who bad been 
employed by Julius Arnold as a baker, and 
who boarded in Mr. Arnold's family. 
He 


was considerable bloody about tbe face aud 
neck, and fresh blood was flowing from au 
ugly wound back of his ear. 


Said Bliss and Arnold were taken to the 


police station where they were brongbt before 
City Marshal Congdon. In answer to a 
question by tbe City Marshal, Bliss stated 
that he was descending tho stairs from tbe 
attic In Mr. Arnold's .house when be 
Arnold coming up the lower flight; tbat Ar- 
nold asked him, with an oath, why he wan 
not at work, to which be replied, "Because 
you haven't paid me for last week's work;" 
tbat Arnold then whipped out a revolver, 
flaying. "I'll pay you," and fired; that he 
stooped down to dodge tbe ball, and before 
he could recover himself Arnold assaulted 
him with the butt ot tbe weapon, causing 
wounds referred to above. While Biles was 
telling his story Arnold Interrupted with an 
oath, and the City Marshal ordered him 
locked np. After some farther inquiries 
about the matter the Marsha] brongbt Bliss 
the amount said to be dne him from Arnold, 
for which be obtained a receipt, and then 
discharged him with the understanding that 
he should leave town tbat night, which he 
did. A short time later and Arnold waa also 
discharged. 


Many different stories are told about the 


shooting, most of which are in sympathy 
with Mr. Arnold, but nobody seems to know 
the true inwardness of tbe affair further 
than that an assnalt with a dangerous weap- 
on was made, and, it is believed, with intent 
to kill. Considering these facts, the readi- 
ness with which the authorities released the 
two men, without a trial, or even a formal 
hearing. Is being severely criticized in certain 
circles, many doing M far as to aver tbat the 
case shall come before the grand jury at a 
future sitting of the court.

Mr. Bennett bu 
cabled over tbat be will be at New London 
in tbe Namouua at ten A. M, on tbe 2d 10 
take command. There was au intention of 
the whole squadron being taken around to 
this pott by tbe Vice-Commodore and here 
turned over to the new commodore with ap- 
propriate ceremonies, but tbat is all uncertain 
as yet. Tbe races appointed to take place 
here will include schooners with aud without 
time allowance, aud contests between sloops 
and cutters under tbe same diversity of rules. 
Wbat baa never yet taken place will be the 
races between tbe steam yachts, if they ever 
come off. How or upon wbat terms they are to 
be conteited is as yet unknown, but it seems 
likely that it will puzzle any average regatta 
committee to arrange things to suit the diffe- 
rent owners concerned. The direction tbe 
cruise will take from here is unsettled too. 
Tbe boats will probably go to New Bedford 
and Vineyard Sound. The Commodore fa- 
vors a Continuance of the crdise as far east 
as Boston, aud the squadrou is likely to be 
joined by a number of yachts of tbe Eastern 
Yacht Club, their annual cruise beginning 
sufficiently early to permit this addition to 
the great ahow'of splendid yachts; aud 
Fortuna, Harbinger and other Eastern vesse 
will undoubtedly like to try conclusions wl 
tbe light-heeled cracks of the New York Clu 
At this port the question of starting tl 
many races at once Kill cooie In, aud as 
good many of the boats are owned by bus 
ness men who can only afford a certain tim 
of leisure they will prevail, so that, allboug 
a cruise from New London to Ne wport ia u 
much of a procession, an soon as the raci 
is over a good ninny of tbe boats will probab 
leave. At any rate tbat la usually tbo caB 
only a small contingent ever getting beyon 
tbe capes.

A Tory postmaster, 


Tho following letter from the old Newpor 


Tory Postmaster aud Register of tbe Court 
of Vice Admiralty to his wife, was probably 
written on the occasion of a visit to Provi- 
dence to hasten tbe action of tbe Superior 
Court of tbe Colony with reference to tho 
Burning of tbe Gaopee. The Royal Com 
misiiouers, who were at this period investi- 
gating tbe matter and trying to discover the 
perpetrators of this audacious act, had re- 
quested tbe assistance of the Colonial Court: 


PiiovmKscB, the 18th of March, 1773. 


"Mr DEAR, I provided myself with a bud 


horse, but notwithstanding, our ride wait 
agreeable upon the whole, and we got to Mr. 
Olney's at Liberty Tree, about Sun Settiue, 
my company consists only of Mr. Honymao 
and Eaq're Dudley, and now and then, a 
visit from our Newport acquaintance, par- 
ticnlarly our friend Jose whom we saw this 
morning, and solicits very strongly that we 
join tbe company at Hacker's Hall to com- 
memorate tbe Repeat of the Stamp Act, but 
do not let it be said at Newport, that your 
friend made his appearance at such a meet- 
ing. I bave not yet seen the Judge, nor one 
of the family u yet. I am told that tbe 
wedding was on Sunday laet and that the 
Bride, &c., are not yet come to town, but ex- 
pected this day, from Cranston Hall. I can 
nit inform yon when I shall be with you, 
perhaps on Saturday or Sunday. The Court 
are very slow iu tbeir business, Mr. Bowler 
aud Helme not having joined them. Make 
yourself quiet and easy, f shall be with you 
when I tbink it necfi-aary and proper to quit 
my good friend Mr. Dudley, which, if 1 do, 
will be with great reluctance. My kind re- 
gnrde to Mr. Bettle (arid all friends) tell him 
that tbe Exjuire jjf full as wall aa when be 
left Nuwpott. TellMta Amey that I have 
tboucbtof a partner for her at London. I

HU architect was dp John of New York, who 
designed for him a classic Italian mansion 
ot remarkable beauty.

Connecting Link.—Soon 
after the 


event spoken of hi the last lessou, David 
conquered one after another, the hostile 
tribes and nations around hint, and then 
turned his attention to the domestic af- 
fairs of his own kingdom. 


I. A coveuaufc remembered. It will 


be remembered that when David waa a 
young man he distinguished himself by 
killing Goliath, the haughty aud iuso- 
leut chttmptoii of the Philistines, and 
that after that event, he was taken into 
the royal family by Saul, the king,where 
he became acquainted ivitti Jonathan, 
the king's son, who was a few years old- 
er than David himself. Between the 
two young men, David and Jouathaii, 
there grew up a warm and lasting friend- 
ship. 
Wkeu Saul became envious of 


David, because of his great and growing 
popularity wltti the people, Jonathan 
often shielded his adopted brother from 
the wild fury of the angry king. When, 
in the course of time, David could no 
longer remain in safety about the king's 
dwelling, or in the vicinity of its resi- 
dence, aud It became necessary for him 
to llee to the mountains and hide in thu 
wilderness to save his life, Joiiuthtin 
gave him timely warning of his father's 
hostile intentions, and the two noble 
inluded young men made a covenant of 
perpetual friendship, and Jonathan, who 
foresaw that David would sometime be 
king over Israel, exacted from him a 
promise that he would show kindness to 
his children, and would deal graciously 
with them for his sake. It seems prob- 
able that tlfteeu or twenty years had 
passed since this promise was given.— 
Saul and Jonathan were both dead, kiil* 
ed in the same battle. David had be- 
come king and had brought into subjec- 
tion the hostile tribes around him, and 
become well established in. his kiugdoin. 
He then found time to turn his attention 
more fully to the social anil domestic af- 
fairs of his kingdom, and recalled the 
promise made to Jonathan. He at oucc 
made inquiry to ascertain if any of tlie 
posterity of Saul were still living. He 
seems not to have known that Jonathan 
had ever had any children of Ills own, 
aud proposed to redeem Ins vow by 
showing kindness to other relativcs,nud, 
Indeed, it would have been exactly in 
keeping with the magnanimity of Da- 
vid's nature for him to have sought out 
aud honored Saul's descendants on tliclr 
own account, as being the "children of 
a king." David honored himself by his 
wise and generous policy. The lapse of 
time ougut never to weaken the binding 
force of a solemn covenant, whether 
made with God or man. A promise oucc 
giveu should ever bo accounted sacred, 
until the promising parties are clearly 
released from its claims. 


II. Kindness promised. As the re- 


sult of his inquiries, David fouuj tlie 
former steward of Saul's estate and from 
him learned of the existence and where- 
abouts of Mepbibosheth, a son of Jona- 
than himself. He was lame iu his feet, 
having fallen from the arms of Ills nurse 
as she lied in fear upon learning of the 
deaths of Saul aud Jonathan, aud was 
living In quiet retirement at some dis- 
tance from Jerusalem. David sent for 
him and upon his appearance treated 
him with great personal kindness, and 
promised to show him favor, for Jona- 
than's sake, and to bestow upon him all 
tlie land formerly belonging to big grand- 
father Saul, aud to give him a place at 
the royal table. Thus do children, not 
unfrcquently, reap substantial benefits 
from the good character and personal 
friendships of their parents. Many a 
young man has received a lift iu the 
world from some one who knew but lit- 
tle of him, but was an "old friend" of 
his father or mother, and all right mind- 
ed young men and women will fully ap- 
preciate the advantages coming to them 
from a worthy and respectable parent- 
age. It is capital for business; it is po- 
sition Iu society; it is standing-ground 
for active endeavor; it is a foundation 
for building. 


III. 
Kindness performed. 
David did 


not stop with fine words and fair prom- 
ises. He called in Ziba, the former 
steward of Saul's estates and commis- 
sioned him to fulfill nil those promises, 
lie and his sous and slaves were to till 
the laud, manage the property, and turn 
over the revenues to Mi.-jjliiboshcth, and 
render him all needled .service- so that lie 
might live in a manner b.-ilttiug a prince 
of the royal family. 
At tbe same time a 


place was provided for him at the royal 
table, giving due rccogni: ion to his rank, 
and so honoring the memory of his fath- 
er for whose sake all thN was done unto 
him. 
Such manifestations of 
favor 


brought responsibilities with them, for 
it behooved the young man to bring no 
disgrace upon the name of his honored 
father; it was his dnty to maintain the 
good reputation of the family and, if 
possible, add to its luster and renown. 
This high privilege is open to every 
young man, whatever his parentage.— 
Standing upon the vantage ground at- 
tained by his ancestors, he should do 
mor« and better sen-Ice for the world 
than any who have preceded him. Thus 
may he prove himself the not unworthy 
son of noble sires, and repay to his own 
and to future generations the debt of 
responsibility resting upon him.

The FaOleof the "Darning Needle.*' 


Years ago when oar good, pious fore- 


fathers were strict lu their devotions and 
required the most careful observances 
of the Saobath by their children, there 
was a certain parish which had a beadle 
who was a terror to all the children 
roundabouts. He was old and wizen, with 


long peaked nose and a very abarpchlu. 


His whole appearance was just that which 
children imagine belongs to spooks and 
goblins. 


At that time an occasional Indian 


would appearlu the town to beg for food 
or steal something, and the children no- 
ticed that the beadle always associated 
with these Indians and often accom- 
panied them to their wig-warns. 


One Indian la particular was held in 


awe by the children, lie was a stout, 
lazy fellow with a very mysterious way 
about him. He claimed the power to 
drive off evil spirits, to charm snakes 
and anlmali, and perform other such 
superhuman acts. 


It waa the general opinion in the vil- 


lage that this Indian bad a groat influence 
over the beadle, and it was noticed that 
many peculiarities which the beadle as- 
sumed were clothed with the same air of 
mystery as those of the Indian. 


Every Sunday morning the beadle was 


promptly at the church door as soon as 
it was opened, and up to the time it shut 
never left the building, and every child 
was watched carefully to see that it did 
nothing mischievous or sac religions. 
Curing church time the children were 
especially careful not to fall asleep as 
that would bring the beadle down on 
them with a vengeance. On such occa- 
sions he was especially severe and threat- 
ened the drowsy or sleepy ones with 
punishment from a curiously carved box 
which he always carried in hla pokct and 
produced on such occasions. 


Upon Its first appearance this box 


made a profound Impression as It was 
thought to contain Borne of the evil pun- 
ishments which the Indian was credited 
with inflicting occasionally upon people. 
Gradually, however, the children came 
to have less and less horror of It and in- 
stead of being on the alert and wide- 
awake all through meeting time, as had 
been the case for some time, an occasion- 
al head would be seen to nod and a child 
fast asleep waa not rare. 


Such happenings touched the beadle's 


pride and he resolved uuonone final com- 
plete conquest of the youth under his 
charge. 


One Sunday a timid, wee little girl 


lost herself in sound sleep and began to 
snore. The beadle was immediately on 
the spot resolved to avenge himself on 
all future sleepers. Taking out the mys- 
terious box he held it before her face and 
opened it. Immediately a large "darning 
needle" flew out and flying to the child's 
mould began industriously to sew ittup, 
and before the child could sufficiently 
arouse herself the sewing waa accom- 
plished; the darning needle safely restor- 
ed to the box and the beadle revenged. 
The little girl could neither speak nor 
make a sound for the rest of the day. 
Her Hps were tightly sewed together 
and remained so until the next morning 
when she found herself all right again. 


This had a most salubrious effect upon 


the children and drowsy ones were there- 
after never heard of In that meeting. 


At his death the old beadle confessed 


that he learned that witchery from the 
Indian of mysterious ways and who had 
sometime before disappeared. 


The experience of the little girl was 


told to all the children of the neighbor- 
hood and passed along from generation 
to generation, and as a child I was told 
it by ray great grandmother, who want- 
ed to try some way to keep me awake 
In church. 


Just who originated the fable and 


whether It was an old Indian legend 
made over by the early settlers, or 
whether It was the work of some cross, 
surly person, who wanted children 
to 


be stiff and perfectly quiet all the time I 
could never learn. But the story Is so 
spread now that all the little children 
are told It.sometlmes us a play story and 
sometimes to frighten them.

The adoption 
of some reasonable nnd dellnite plan 
with some slight concession ou both 
sides, and the prompt and thorough ex- 
ecution of such a plan,presents the only 
feasible method of securing a good road 
across Eastoii's Pond aud ending the 
unprofitable disputes thereabout. Mr.
